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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 .3.6-23, and 26-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches an electro-optical device 
comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, as the following: 

both the electroluminescence element and the liquid crystal element are 
controlled by the switching element [claims 1 and 23, as shown in Fig.1]; 

both of the electroluminescence element (EL) layer and the liquid crystal element 
(LC) layer being placed above the switching element layer, and the liquid crystal 
element being placed above the electroluminescence element layer [claims 3 and 28, 
as shown in Fig.1]; 

The closest reference US 6,025.894 (Shirasaki et al) discloses an electro-optical 
device comprising electroluminescence element, liquid crystal element and switching 
element, but the prior art of record do not disclose such electro-optical device having 
both of electroluminescence element (EL) and liquid crystal element(LC) located above 
the switching element, and the EL element share the electrodes with the liquid crystal 
element (LC), and both of the electroluminescence element (EL) and liquid crystal 
element(LC) are controlled by the switching element (TFT) as claimed in claims 1 and 3 
and as shown in Fig.1.
